i soldier's or a civilian's homestead, or for 
my purpose permitted by the land laws, 
xeapasser. 


Powell es imates that his irrigation sur- 


rey will cost $5,000,000 and take twenty 
rears to complete, so that the land laws 
rill stand suspended uutil 1910, unless 
Congress interferes. 


Texas supports Senator Reagan in his 


ight for Powell, because that State owns 
ill lha land within its borders, and this law 
loes'uot affect it. By the Act of annexa 
ion Texas received her lands aud ths Unitec 
States has DO domain there. 
With all o 


>ur pcblio domain withdrawn from settle- 
nent. ol coarse land seekers mast resort to 
L'extts for hornet, find the policy which nr 
•esto Western develcpment right where i 
s will remarkably accelerate the growth o 
he Sonthwest. There is no use stopping 
o quarrel with Texas for taking care of her 
itlf. 
Wisdom dictates that we be equally 


vatchfnl to our own rights and equall; 
lelpfal to our Senators who do their dnt; 
Q guarding them. 


The importance of this legislation to th 


people of the West fully accounts for Sena 
:or Stewart's stubborn fight in the matter 
\s the law stands no man can acquire title 
o an acre ot land within the vastnrea whiol 
it covers. The effect will bo to check im 
migration and the large land owners in th 
West will control the only land for sale am 
of course the monopoly will be used for thei 
DUD benefit, and unites the Powell law 
repealed boy babies now in their cradle 
will be voters before any citizen can cet a 
home on that part of the public domain 
embraced in that statute. 


The Alta thinks that tha subject is ou

C. Each House shall, judga of the 
aalifioations, elections and returns of its 
wn members, choose its own officers, de-

person, shall be disqualified from holding

nd the Legislature shall provide by law for 
punishment of such defalcation, bribery 
or embezzlement, as a felony, 


SEC, 11. Members of the Legislature 


shall be privileged from anest on civil pro- 
cess during the session of the Legislature, 
and (or fifteen days mxt before tbe com- 
mencement of each session. 


SEC. 12. 
When vacancies occur in either 


Souse, tbe Governor shall issue writs of 
election to fill such vacancy. 


SEO. 13. A majority of all the members 


elected to each Honse shall constitute a 
quorum to transact business, but a emaller 
number may adjourn from day to day, and 
may compel tbe attendance of absent in em- 
berg, in bucli manner and under such pen- 
alties as each House mny prescribe.

SEC. 15. The doors of each House ahull 


bo kept open during it j session, except the 
Senate while sitting in executive sessioa, 
and neither shall, without tha consent of 
tbe other, adjoma for moro than thrc-e 
days, nur to any other place than that iu 
wbioh they may be holding their sessions. 


SEC. 16. Any bill may ofig:nateiu tithtr 


House of the Legislature, and all bills 
passed by one may be amended in the 
other. 


SEC. 17. Each law mooted by the Leg- 


islature shall embrace bnt one subject, and 
matter 
properly 
connected 
therewith, 


which subject shu!! bo britfly expresetd in 
'he title; aud no law shall be revised or 
amended by re.'ertnce to its title only; bat, 
in such case, the Act as revised, or section 
as amended, shall be re-enacted nnd pub- 
lished at length. 


SEC. 18. Every bill shall bo lead by 


sections, on three several days, in each 
House,, unless iu case of emergency, two- 
thirds of the Houso, where such bill may 
bo pending, shull deem it expedient to dis- 
pense wilb this rule; but the reading of a 
bill by sections, ou its final paaanqe, bhnll 
in no case be dispensed witd, and the vote 
on ihe final passage of every bill or join! 
resolution, shall be ttkeo by yeas and n»ys, 
to be entered oa the jourrml.t of tach 
House; aud a m.ijority of all the membtrs 
elected to each House shall be necessary to 
pass ovt-ry bill or joint rtsolntion, and all 
bills or joint resolutions so pass.d, shall ba 
signed by the presiding officers of the re. 


session of the Legislature. 


SEC. 20. The Legislature shall not pass 


local or special laws in any of the follow- 
ing enumerated oases, that is to say: 


Eegnlatirg ths jurisdiction end duties of 


Justices of the Peace and Constables; 


For the punishing of crimes and misde- 


meanors; 


Regulating the practice of Courts of Jus- 


tice; 


Providing for changing the venue in 


civil and criminal cases; 


Granting divorces; 
Changing the names of persons; 
Vacating roads, town plots, 
streets, 


alleys, and public squares; 


Summoning and empaneling grand aud 


petit jiiiies, aud providing for their com- 
pensation; 


Regulating the election of county and 


township officers; 


For the assessment and collection ol 


taxes for Stats, county end township pur- 
pciea; 


Providing for opening and conducting 


elections of State, county or township offi- 
cers, and designating the places of voting; 


Providing for ihe sale of real estate be- 


longing to minors or other persona Ubcring 
under legal disabilirfts. 


SEC. 21. In all cases enumerated in the 


preceding section, and in all other cases 
where a general law can be made applica- 


ble, all laws shall be general, and of uni- 
form operation throughout the State. 


SEC. 22. Provision may be made by 


general law for bridging suit against the 
Slate as to all liabilities originating, either 
before or after the adoption of this Consti- 
tution. 


SEC. 23. The enacting clause of every 


law shall be as follows: "The people of the 
State of Nevada, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows," nnd no. 
law shall be enacted except by bill. 


SEO. 24. No lottery shall be authorized 


by this State, noi the Bale of lottery 
tickets bo allowed, 


SEC. 25. The Legislature shall establish 


a system of connty and township goverc- 
ment, throughout the State. 


SEO. 26. The Legislature shall provide 


by law for the election of a Board ot 
Cocntj Commissioners, in each county, 
and such Connty Commissioners shall 
jointly end individually perform 
such 


duties as may be prescribed by law.
